Lottery, can not Without pzetudice of many of her Highneſle ſubtects aduenturersther- 
1n, pzeſently pzoceede. Wheretoze her Mateſtie meaning to hane the ſayd reading neither 
to be takenin hand to the pzetudice of a great number of her ſubtects, neither yet to bee 
hereafter ON then may ſeeme reaſonable : willeth all maner ofperſons, by 
this her highnefle Pzoclamation to vnderſtand, that the layde reading ſhall begynnethe 
tenth of January next enſuing, andfozno reſpect to be furthcr prolonged. And ſtraight» 
ly chargeth and commaundeth all and enery her louing ſubiects whatſocuer , hauing 
charge o2truſt of any bookes, oz otherwiſe touching theſame committed to them, tore- 
turnetheſayd ſeuerall bookes befoze the laſt day ofthis moneth of Nonember : ſo as the 
other miniſters hautng herein to doe, may betwirt the ſayd day and the ſayd ferithof JYa- 
nuary (Which time alſo ts requiſite to be had foz the pzeparation of all thyngs thereunto 
neceſſary) without all ercule, take ozder and p2zepare themſeclues to the due execution 
hereof, whereuntoher Maicſtie tratghtlychargethand commaundeth all her ſayde of- 
ficers, miniſters, and ſubiects, hauyng to doe therein, to haue ſpeciall regard, as they and 


cueryofthem will aun{[were to their negligence at their perils.
